The reply filed on 6/25/07 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following oniission(s) or 
matter(s): The specie election requirement set forth on page 4 of the Office action, mailed 4/23/07, was not complied with. There was 
only a Group election in applicant's response, filed 6/25/07. The election of species as set forth as a requirement on said page 4 yet is 
required. In summary, an election of a particular species of GSK3 inhibitor is required, as well as electing the "absence" or 
"presence" of an additional agent as optionally required in the claims of Group I, but specifically required, if elected as to its presence, 
in instant claims 1 1-35. If the absence of such an additional agent is elected, then the election of a specific additional agent is not 
required. Lastly, with the election of Group I, an election of a route of administration is required, selected, for example, from the 
species listed in claims 49 or 53. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS fi-om the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
